"We had to get out of the bull- 
dozer. The women jumped first, 
then we puKed up the bottom of 
a (garden) fence, let the women 
crawl through, and followed 
them," the 24-ycar'Old profes- 
ional bulldozer operator relat- 
ed. 


A witness .said one of the refu- 
gee.<;. carrying the child in his 
arms, repeatedly cried "Are wc 
in the West? Are we in the 
West.?"

Mansfield Will 
Press Europe 
Force Cutback 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Despite 
Presklent 
Johnson's 
cpposition. Sen. Mike Mansfield 
sakl today he intends to press 
his attempt ta.put the Senate on 
record for substantial reduc- 
tions of U.S. forces in Europe. 


But the Senate Democratic 
leader said in an interview he 
will leave it to the Senate to 
decide whether the resolution 
urging the cutback should be 
the subject of public h'^arings. 


The Montana 
senator 
pre- 
viously planned to call up the 
resolution without such hear- 
ings. But Republican Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen objected, 
contending that the issues in 
volved are too complex for the 
Senate to act until it knows 
where it is going. 


Johnson toild a news confer- 
ence last Thursday he doesn't 
think "this involved problem 
can be solved by Senate resolu- 
tions." He said there must" be 
ccmsultation 
and 
agreement 
with U.S. allies in the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
'NATO over neccssary mili- 
tary strength and how to appor- 
tion it. 


Mansfield said he is in com- 
plete accord that there must be 
allied consultation and that the 
United States could not afford to 
act alone to reduce its troop 
contribution. 


"But the Eui'opean nations 
have been acting unilaterally in 
regard to their r2sponsibilities 
in this matter." he said. "Some 
of them have abolished con- 
scription, at least one of them 
(France» 
is withdrawing 
its 
troops and others are failing to 
fulfill their 
commitments 
to 
NATO.

WASHINGTON 'AP»-Admin- 
istration officials carry a key 
portion of President Johnson's 
anti-inflation package before the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee today.

Henry H. Fowler was to be the 
first witness as the committee 
opened hearings on Johnson's 
proposals, to be followed by 
Secretary of Commerce John T. 
Connor and Budget 
Director 
Charles L. Schultze. 


The President recommended 
!f*gisIation Thursday to suspend 
for 16 months the 7 per cent in- 
vestment credit given to indus- 
try for outlays on new plants 
and equipment. 


Johnson also urged a tempo- 
rary end to the rapid write^f 
for federal tax pu?poser of de- 
preciation on new commercial 
and industrial buildings. 


Fowler has opposed such ac- 
tion in the past, sa>ing it would 
be a breach of faith v,rith indus- 
try and a delayed-action device 
whose effect may not be felt for 
about a year when its effect 
may t>e harmful instead of help- 
ful. 


But he said Saturday the pro- 
posal will have some effect in 
reducing credit demand. He de- 
clined to estimate how much. 


Businessmen generally have 
been critical of the administra- 
tion proposals although some. 


including the top olflcers of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank—second 
largest in the United States with 
$15 billion in assets—have en- 
dorsed the program. 


Business leaders are sched- 
uled to begin testimony before 
the Ways and Means Committee 
on Wednesday.

Violence Hits 
Atlanta Again 


ATLANTA. Ga. iAP> -

cial violence - accented 
with 
relieving marches—erupted in a 
predominantly Negro area of 
Atlanta for two straight nights. 


Injuries were light in the riot- 
ing that continued until calm 
was restored early today. Sev- 
eral arrests were made. 


Mayor Ivan Allen Jr. threw 
open the doors of his office and 
appealed for Negro leaders to 
present their problems and pos- 
sible solutions to the violence. 


Allen, who waded into the 
middle of riots in h:s cit^' Tues- 
day and Saturday, rushed to the 
scene again Sunday night after 
a blazing fire bomb signaled the 
beginning of more violence. 


Only a few hours earlier ha 
had offered a $10,000 reward for 
information leading to tlie ar- 
rest and conviction of the per- 
son responsible for the death of 
Hubert Vomer, 16, 


Sporadic violence punctured 
the rioting Sunday night and 
intermittently fractured a vola- 
tile, unspol(en truce 
brought 
about largely through the ef- 
forts of Negro and white minis- 
ters and social worlccrs.

15 professional peo- 
ple, eight farmers, three judges 
and three others. 


Only one woman, of 18 female 
candidates, was successful. The 
average age of the assembly is 
40. 


Gen. Thang said that on elec- 
tion day there were 5,289,652 
eligible voters. Of this number 
4,274.812 went to the polls. 


Thang admitted that among 


the voters some cast blank bal- 
lots of protest, but said the 
number was far smaller than 
the 15 per cent who cast defaced 
ballots in the 1965 provincial 
elections. He gave no figure 
however. 


Ky, resplendent In a black 
tnilored uniform, lavender neck 
scarf and six rows of bright rib- 
bons on his chest, said the elec- 
tions were "a victory of the en- 
tire free world against the ef- 
forts of evil forces to enslave 
mankind." 


"Never before have the Com- 
munists tried as hard to sabo- 
tage anything as they did yes- 
terday," Ky said. "Never before 
have they failed as yesterday."

Just two minutes before the 
Atlas-Agena was to lift off, at 
7:49 a.m. a IS-minute delay was 
forced by a balky hatch over 
command pilot Conrad in the 
Gemini 11 spacecraft. Qiccks 
showed it hadn't sealed proper- 
ly.

Shopping Districts 


The request for a retonin^r of a large area west of 
S. 28rd St., (M-85) from residential to commercial usasrt 
has brought Escanak>a's city government face-to-face 
with necessity for a decision on a subject that it has 
been coping with ineffectually for a decade. 


Tlie rezoning is asked to permit the construction 
of a shopping center which the developers told the City 
Planning Commission would result in a $700,000 addi* 
tion to the city tax valuation. 


The presentation suggests that tlie pi-oblem for the 
citv in making its decision is not whether there shall 
be "a shopping center, but only whether it shall be on 
this proposed site, within the city and contributing tax- 
wise to it, or outside tlie city on one of several available 
sites. Assuredly, say the developers, there will be a 
•hopping center, inside or outside the city.

The proposal is offered in a *‘vou can’t stop projr- 
ress” way and some of the expressions at the Plamiin? 
Commission’s public hearinir on tlie nrofect sujrges^^ed 
tliat the city’s labor supports this belief. The opposition 
presented thus far is not a concerted expression of the 
present retailing community along Ludington .‘^t.. but 
rather the strong voice of individual firms speaking 
through counsel and of a few individual merchants* ex­ 
pressions. 


The opposition cited some community intei-ests in­ 
volved in the decision. Including the preservation of pro­ 
perty values in the existing shopping distnct (a con­ 
cern of the city for tax revenue as well as of the owners 
for income). The Planning Commission’s leader. Dple 
Vinette, said that the commission had, over the years, 
worked for a consolidation of the city’s shopping es­ 
tablishments and that the shopping center nroposal w?)S 
not really a new one, but a renewal of an effort to which 
the commission had earlier denied approval.

Vinette said that tlie commission would make a re­ 
commendation soon to the Qity Council, which will make 
the final decision on the shopping eentcr project as far 
as reKNiing to permit it is concerned. The Ludington 
S t interesta which were heard in opposition—actually 
the Walch Devetopment Co., which Is the petitioner for 
the toiling ehange, has substantial business interests on 
Ludington St., too—urged a delajr in decision to give 
time for study of the situation and ita i^ ect on the 
community. 


Vinette stressed that the project Is not new and so 
the recommendation will not be haaty, but he indicated 
that it would be soon. Why, then, countered the opposi­ 
tion, is the city spending $25,000 of Its own and federal 
funds for city planning and not waiting on the report 
of its professional planners before approving start of a 
eompetftive shopping center? (The planning will take 
18 months and be completed in July, 1967.. About half 
ttie field woilc is done now.)

The professional planners have already suggested 
to city council that the city acquire two parking lots in 
ths downtown area without waiting for the final master 
plan for the dty*s development. And they have indicated 
in gabHe statements that—as a basic rule of community 
friMinlnip—the city should regard the proposed shopping 
center as a serious threat to. if not a coffin nail in city 
frtans for a broad program of downtown renewal. 


The downtown needs the renewal. The city shop­ 
ping district’s failure to grow and improve has been 
the community’s greatest single failure in an era of 
great community upgrading in schools, public buildings, 
faidustry, churches, housing and other elements. 


Vinette complimented the assemblage at the Plan­ 
ning Commission’s public hearing on rezoning on its 
serious approach to the subject. The subiect is a very 
serious one for the city. The community’s natural in­ 
clination to welcome new venture, competition and in­ 
vestment puts to test the city government’s dependence 
apon soning as an instrument for control of the order 
and qaall^ of community development within the cor­ 
porate Ibnits.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
The Republican party in 1966 
seems on the way to repeating, 
in some measure, an old pattern 
—^here and there picking weak 
candidates for top office just 
when the outlook for a sizeable 
uptium looks bright. 


Some party professionals will 
acknowledge privately that over 
the years this unhappy circum­ 
stance has cost the CK)P many 
governorships and Senate and 
House seats which were either 
in their hands or ripe for the 
plucking. 


Consequently, the profession­ 
als were upset early this sum­ 
mer when Minnesota Republi­ 
cans chose as their governor­ 
ship nominee one Harold Le- 
vander, widely viewed as the 
frailest of several prospects. In­ 
dependent appraisers think his 
nomination 
sharply 
revives 
hopes of the badly riven Min­ 
nesota Democrats. 


They hold to this judgment 
even if the badly battered Gov. 
Karl Rolvaag should t)eat out 
Lt. Gov. A. M. (Sandy) Keilh 
in the Sept. 13 primary. Keith 
was named over Rolvaag in a 
stormy convention in June. 


The situation in Idaho is per- 
hap.s even more to the point. 
By an astonishing 62-38 mar­ 
gin, Republican voters named 
a colorless state legislator, Don 
Sarnuel.son, to be 
their 
1966 
governor nominee in place of 
three-term Gov. Robert Smy- 
lie. 


Srnylie obviously had come to 
the end of the road. But he al­ 
so was given a hefty shove by

This 
backing would otherwise ap­ 
pear to be 
Herndon’s, since
